Only a smali number of water users 
came out to the Annual meeting of the 
Western Irrigation District held last 
Thursday afternoon in the Memorial 
Hall. In view of the small turnout, 
and the small number of questions of- 
fered by those present, it was felt that 
the water users as a whole are rather 


satisfied with the District's opera- 
tions. 

Chairman of the meeting was Mr, 
Norman Scheer, elected by the body, 


who then elected Mr. R. Ferguson sec- 
retary. 

J. A. MeArthur, chairman of the 
board of trustees read the trustees re- 
port from the annual report, and made 
comments on certain items as he went 
along. This was followed by the read- 
ing of the manager’s report by P. M. 
Sauder. Mr. Sauder preferred to re- 
mark on certain highlights instead of 
through the long report item by 
asked for questions in any-

He mentioned that there had been a 
few changes in the past year, and that 
he felt the District was in good shape 
to carry on. A little more machinery 
had been ordered, including a new 
dragline, which will be the most im- 
portant change. °This dragline will 


have an extension boom. capabje ot 
working in the main canal. I[t will ai- 
sv be capable of moving at about 414 


wiles an hour. 

Mentioning the fact that there are 
still a few ditches to put in, Mr. Saud- 
er, felt that there would probably be 
a need for only two excavators this 


year, and more of the equipment 
could be used on repairing existing 


structure 

Showing the payments made by the 
CPR, Mr. Sauder commented on the 
fuct that with a great deal of replace- 
ment done, and new in- 
stallations to be taken care of, the 
District had still been able to operate 
within a small amount of the estim 
atees for the year. He felt quite sure 
he stated, that next year, after most 
of the reclaiming work has been done, 
the District will be able to operate 
well within its income. He stressed 
at his point the very tow rate for 
water; $1.00 per acre, he said, is the 
lowest rate on a project of this size 
that he has ever heard of. 

Several questions in regard to the 
operations of Ducks Unlimited in this 
area elicited the information that the 
District had co-operated with them in 
every case so far, insofar as rights-of- 
way and easements were concerned, 
hecause in each case the work that DU 
had been doing was work which the 
District would have been doing in any 
event had it had the money. Altogeth- 
er, he estimated, they had spent ab- 
out $10,000 dollars in the area. 

A query with regard to damage 
which ducks do to the crops, brought 
the suggestion that DU might be open 
to suggestion in this matter, and a 
further suggestion was brought out 
that the meeting go on record asking 
the board to suggest to DU that they 
provide for feed in the breeding ar- 
ea; wild rice, for instance, might help 
to keep them out of crops. 

Mr. Sauder pointed out in connec- 
tion with the operations of DU that 
their developments tended to increase 
the number of water users. He men- 
tioned, too, the fact that the EID }- 
welcomed their developments fn that 
area. . 

A suggestion was received that the 
District make the dragline available to 
farmers through the district who 
might wish to clean up or open wun

A. A. F. ‘U. . President Speaks 


Mr. Jim Godfrey was elected chair- 
man, in the absence of the president, 
of a meeting of the Alberta Farmer’s 
Union held in the Memorial Hall on 
Friday night. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Stimpfle, president of 
the Union for Alberta. 

Mr. Stimpfle traced developments of 
the Union since the last convention, 
showing that 60% of the matter will 
hinge on the suggested division of 
rights at the forthcoming conference 
on Prov.-Dominion affairs. 

He related details of the meeting 
with the Meat Packers in Edmonton. 
which was attended by a delegation 
from the Farmer’s Union, and showed 
the goodwill engendered at that meet- 
ing and how it had helped them since. 

In connection with a strike of farm- 
ers, he stated, representatives of the 
labour unions had said that if 20,000 
farmers were to go on strikes,, one 
half of the meat packers, of the rait- 
way workers, and so on, would be out 
of jobs, and that in order to protect 
themselves, they would of necessity go 
on asympathy strike. No government 
they feel, would ever allow things to 
go that far. 

The Union, said Mr. Stimpfle, ha’! 
strongly opposed the increased price 
of gasoline. They asked that a fact 
finding board be appointed, he declar- 
ed, to work in three prairie prov- 
inces. Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
had given every indication of support 
almost immediately, but the Alberta 
government had waited seven weeks 
before replying, and then in only a 
Jukewarm manner. The lWnion were 
strongly opposed, he declared, to hav 


tae the Dominion reduce the federal 
tax, only to pass on the reduction to 
the oil companies. He felt the com- 
pany price should not increase, and 
then following that, to get a reduction 
of tax, if possible. 

It was foolish, with the greatest oil 
producing field in this country within 
miles of us to have to pay the highest 
price anywhere in this country, said 
Mr. Stimpfle. “When you ship some- 
thing into the province, you pay for it; 
when you ship something out of the 
province, you pay for it; and when 
you're sitting right on top of some- 
thing, you’re penalized for it.” 

Another matter which the Union 
were strongly protesting, the speaker 
declared, was the matter of shipping 
lumber to other countries, where a 
higher price might be obtained, when 
our veterans are in desperate need of 
material to build the homes which 
were promised them, 

Indications for the future, Mr Stimp- 
fle predicted, were for the biggest de- 
pression in history, and in order to get 
any chance at an economic future, he 
declared, the farmers had need to or- 
ganize. 

Following Mr. Stimpfle’s address a 
few questions were asked, and tho 
Mr. Stimpfle had to rush off to Cn!- 
gary to catch the midnight train. 

A representative of the UFA wos 
present, and asked that in coniunction 
with plans for the Farmer’s Holiday 
on June 21st, the meeting appoint a 
couple of representatives to meet with 
those of the UFA and UFWA. Those 
appointed were Mr. C. Harvey and Mr 
Les Campbell.

It requires com- 
plicated measures to use it safely a° 
a permanent agricultural proposition 
—terraced outlines, strip farming, 
stuble, crop, litter, ete. 

Class 4. Land which should be } 
grass most of the time but can be 
ploughed up once in five six or seven 
years. 

This is basic and it is done on a 
scale and we are now doing it in col- 
ors and we give a farmer his farm 
plan with the types of land on it 
working it out suitably for each por- 
tion of the field, and so on. 

This administration period went on 
but it was much more expensive un- 
der those conditions than we could at- 
terd, because it was done on the just- 
ification that other farmers might see 
aud do likewise. 

‘Shen we came to another perw?- 
avrually we had about three hundre. 
and seventy-five of those administra- 
tion projects which varied from 25,00 
acres in area up to 500,000 acres. 


The basic principles of these pro. : 


jects were; 


1. We would manage or plan the 
land on the drainage basis. This does 
not apply to wind eroded areas. Wit! 
the whole project on a drainage bas- 
is because we must eonsider the 
whole rainfall on an area, because a 
farm above you may have gullies in 
it that would come across your land 
and damage it, so that you would not 
be able to do much about it. The en- 
tire area must be treated. 

2. The other principle was that the 
work should be carried out according 
to the needs and adaptibilities of the 
land itself. Therein we changed our 
pattern of approach to this problem 
completely. 

We developed special bureaus and 
each bureau had its line of work and 
ie man in charge of that bureau had 
to keep within that line of work. He 

only advised the farmer with regard to 
that line of work and usually came out 
separately and did not bring any oth- 
e:3 a'ong with him, and the farmer 
only got one story ata time. What 

; happening was that each special- 


{is was doing an incomplete job on the 


and. So we turned this around and 
decided to treat the land in accordance 
w'th its needs. Then we called in all 
t! specialists that were necessary 
1d »repared a co-ordinated attack, so 
that the whole story, pasture land, 
cron land, wood land (even a special- 
i iat on wild Wfe) would be worked out 
' he all these men in a co-ordinated way 
‘go as to fit in with the specifications

I want to tell you about Ben james 
He is a real person. Iwes asked to 
consult with our staff on the Dueck 
Creek project in East Texas. They 
said; “We have a farm we don’t knoy. 
what to do with. The Land Bank has 
loaned $1,000 on it and we want to fi» 
it up, but we don’t know just what we 
should do with it.” It contains 101.7 
acres. We found only about ten acres 
of the top soil of the land was left 
Then in the midst of the farm were 
series of gullies, fifteen to twenty feet 
deep, eating back inte the land. We 
walked over and came to the edge o° 
these gullies, and one man who had 


been a land appraiser, came out wit 
the statement that the farm was not 
worth more than $590. Vet the Federal 
Government had loaned $1,000 on it 
Then T said “What has become of al} 
this material out of these gullies?” 
We walked on to his neighbor’s farm 
and there we found a portion of the 
soil of Ren James’ farm turned unside 
down and what was formerly a clear 
stream, choked up. 

Then I said to the Land Bank man 
“If you will foreclose, we will fix it up 


for you, planted as trees and pasture, 
because as a farm it is a loss.” 

This farm seemed to epitomize the 
whole question. How could we set un 
a mechanism which would allow these 
interests to retain an interest in main- 
taining the land on this farm and con- 
serve also the greatest interest we 
have in this country, and that is the 
individual initiative of our people. 

I have made a study of colonization 
in North Africa where methods have 
been worked out. TI said to one of the 
Italian engineers there; 
responsibility for failure as well as 
success, don’t you?” He did not like 
that question. Then T said; “You are 
failing to use the intelligence of these 


men to adapt principles to the vartons 
conditions thfourhout the land.” But 
the individual initiative of our peonle 
is greater than any power we will ever 
develon and if we »re going to achieve 
conservation throughout the country 
that initiative has to he conserved— it 
is absolutely essential, in my oninion 

Out of this and many other instanc- 
es the idea of this Soil Conservation 
Metriet was originated and then a aso-

hundred of them at the present tims 
That involves something over sever 
hundred and seventy-cicht billion ae 
res—more than 77% of the total form 
land of the country hac been drawn 
into these districts. 

These districts are formed first by 
the application of twenty-five farmers 
to the Soil Conservation Committe. 
and if this Cimmittee thinks a distrie? 
is needed, they appoint worl siunervis 
ors first to start things going end hold 
a referendum, and the farn ers der fe 
whether they want a district. If thes 
decide “yes,” they are called on to et 
ect three other supervisors and these 
five supervisors have co itre! in aprry 
ing out methods with the Aavern 
ment. They are able to call on State 
or Federal assistance to help them ip 
carrying out this work and in workin 
out a programme of works on thelr 
district, of various kinds. 

Out of the conservation plans wors- 
ed out, we have compiled what we cal- 
led the “Conservation Needs of the 


Country,” which gives you an idea of 
how this sort of thing works. of 
course the soil conservation agency 
is one of a number of agencies that 
assists these districts. 

Let me give you something of these 
conservation needs as persented by 


the districts throughout the country. 
There are fifty-four conservation me- 


thods. 


Crop land— 124 million acres 
need contour planning. 

Cover crops— 34 million. 

Crop rotation— 224 million. 

Diversion—500 acres. 

Strip cropping. 

Terracing— 90 million acres. 

Rotation grazing— 220 million acreg 

Stock watering— 1,2000 separate 
stock watering projects vet to be ear- 
ried out. 

Water spreading— 2.880.000 acres. 

Wood Land— Field and gully plan- 
ning, 42 million acres.

By fertilizing the water, certain 
plant life is developed very rapidly 
and putting two breeds of fish into it 
you can produce more fish in weight 
per acre than you can produce in beef 
per acre pasture,

{ would like to siy one word about 
our wind erosion probiem in our dust- 
bowl region. This (ype of country has 
a variable rainfall. Variable rainfall 
is normal, Out o: tbat has come a 
method of treatment that is very 
fundamental. We {im that land on a 
basis of storing moisture before we 


put in a crop. 

First we had to classify the land. 

In the wheatland, for example, the 
practice was to simple this soil and 
see how deep the moisture has pene- 
trated. You know, ‘vyhen you add mois- 
ture to soil it will fill to moisture- 
holding capacity before any moisture 
will go down deeper, so if the mois- 
trre has reachel four feet, you know 
that the soil is satisfied before the 
mo'sture has reached that point. 

The only way the moisture can be 
extracted is by absorption. Below 
that the moisture extraction is done 
by roots of plants. If moisture is 
down four or more feet, you have en- 
ouvh moisture to mature a crop of 
wheat. But suppose it is only two or 
three feet. If he farms according to 
this method, he does not sow wheat 
but leaves it in stubble or sub-surface 
tills it. Then abovt February he sim- 
ply tests again and if there is mofs- 
ture sufficient, he will put in wheat 
or oats or like crop. If there is not 
moisture sufficient, he does not do 
anything with it again. Phat cron is 
covered when the usual spring high 
winds come and it is not exposed to 
wind erosion. ; 

In May he can count on a_ certain 


| 


amount of rain and he sows it to a 


sorghum crop so that he can depend 
on a feed crop. 

By this method of treatment we get 
about six crops of wheat in ten years, 
but we get a feed crop every year and 
the method of management of the 
farm is grain and live stock and, of 
course, the sandy areas are used for 
pasture. So that by this method in our- 
dust-bowl we can have a prosperous 
region. I don’t know whether it 
would be applicable in this country or 
not, but it may have some suggestions 

We get back to the point that one 
of the first essentials of statesmen as 
well as farmers is to take care of the 
land base and treat it in accord with 
its needs and adaptibilities so that 


the crop would be suited to the land 
and we can thereby maintain produc- 
tion year after year and generation 
after generation, and build for our- 
selves the foundation of a prosperous 
agriculture which is essential to a 
prosperous industry throughout’ the 
country.

First half of the 10 pound allotment 
of sugar for canning is duein May 
according to the ration administration 
of the Prices Board.
